Wat- 
son and the public works committee, 
Yor the purpose of erecting staffs and 
flags. 

A letter from the Board of Trade, 
Winnipeg, was read, regarding the 
holding of a conference of western 
boards this fall, to devise ways and 
means to better conditions in the 
west. The council favored proposal, 
but will not send a delegate. 

E. E. Ness petitioned council for 
permit to erect metal clad building on 
Railway street east. The permission 
was granted under supervision of 
Duilding inspector. 

Herbert Schmidt applied for an auc- 
itioneer’s license for balance of year. 
It was moved by Gothard and Chand- 
a reduction of license fee cannot be 
made at the present time. It was 
moved in amendment by Parker and 
English, that request be granted. The 
motion carried. 

Mrs, Mary Moore applied for water 
and sewer connection to her residence. 
This was referred to the light and 
water committee. 

The supplementary payroll, $146.28, 
and accounts to the amount of $81.21 
were passed for payment.

PER CENT GREATER 


Calgary, Aug. 20.—Alberig's wheat 
crop will be about $0 per cent greater 
than Jast ‘year according to the opin 
ion of a number of prominent grain 
men Jntovylowed on this subject. The 
general opinion is that the province 
will have a crop of between 100,000, 
000 and 110,000,000 bushels this fall 
as compared with 61,000,000 last year. 

J. I. Macfarlane, head of the Alberta 
Pacific Grain Company, last night 
estimated that the wheat production 
in this province would total 100,000, 
000 bushels, which is considerably 
over the average. 

E. J. Munson, head of the National 
Elevators, declared that he too bellev- 
ed the crop would be in the neighbor- 
hood of 100,000,000 bushels and that 
if there is some more warm weather, 
and the frosts hold off, the province 
will have a very fair crop of oats, and 
much better than last year,

It is true that only those men who 
thoroughly understand their business 
from the practical and executive 
standpoints are able to show a profit 
on their year’s endeavor, and those 
lacking training in their respective 
professions are being speedily driven 
to the wall. Today statistics show 
conclusively that farmers who pos- 
sess scientific knowledge in addition 
to practical experience are apreci- 
ably more successful than untrained 
men. 

It is the purpose of the Olds school 
of agriculture, to give farmers and 
their sons that special instruction 
which has been found, during the 
eleven years the school has been in 
operation, to be of the greatest value 
in coping successfully with the prob- 
lems of agriculture today; and to give 
farm girls such training as will make 
them efficient home-makers. The 
courses, moreover, Serve as a prepara- 
tion for further study at the univer- 
sity. 

The courses given at the school are 
especially adapted to the needs of the 
farm boy or girl who has been un- 
able to obtain a good public or high 
school education and who cannot 
afford the time and money) to go 
through high school or university. 
No special entrance standard is re- 
quired, It is simply necessary to 
have sufficient elementary education 
to understand and profit by the dif- 
ferent courses given, 

The school is maintained by the pro- 
vincial government, and both agricul: | 
ture and domestic science courses 
are free. The course lasts from Octo- 
ber 27th to March 26th, when it is 
easiest for farmers’ sons and daugh- 
ters to attend. Board, books and a 
nominal deposit of $5.00 to cover pos- 
sible breakages of equipment are the 
only necessary items of expense. Girls 
are accommodated in a modern dor- 
mitory under supervision of matrons 
for $27 per month, which includes 
board ,room and laundry. Boys can 
secure good room and board in private 
homes for about $7 per week. The 
cost of books is not over $12.00. 

The school has fully modern equip- 
ment, and each member of the staff 
is a specialist in his particular branch 
of study,

START TRAINING OF 
YOUTHS FOR FARMS 


London, Aug. 26.—The ministry of 
labor, in conjunction with the vver- 
seas settlement committee, is estab- 
lishing centres where a six months’ 
residential course wi\i be given to a 
limited number of unemployed young 
men for the purpose of enabling them 
to engage in farin work in Canada or 
Awistralia. The first one to be open- 
ed will be at Claydon, near Ipswich. 

Applications from eligible young 
men from all parts of the country are 
invited. ‘Those selected will be given 
free railway passes to Claydon, but 
they must undertake to remain in 
training there for the full six months’ 
course, and proceed direct to either 
of the two dominions mentioned at 
the end of their term at Claydon. 
The applicants must be single men 
between the ages of 19 and 25, but 
suilable ex-service men up to the age 
of 29 will be accepted. Only men 
who have no trade need apply. Dur- 
ing the period of training the pros- 
pective farmers will receive five shil- 
lings a week. Their hours of work 
will be the usual hours on well con- 
ducted farms, They must submit to 
strict discipline and they will be lia- 
ble to dismissal if they keep bad hours 
and their conduct is unsatisfactory in 
any way. 


Before any of,these youu; men may- 


emigrate to Canada or Australia they 
must be approved by a represen- 
tative of the dominion to which they 
wish to go.

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FINAL PAYMENT 
1924 WHEAT CROP 
LIKELY TEN CENTS 


Winnipeg, Aig, 25.—-Estimates ag 
to the amount of the final payment to 
be made by the wheat pool on account 
of the 1924 crop, are varied but tend 
to centre around an additional ten 
cents per bushel on No, 1. All esti- 
mates are, of course, purely specula- 
tive, since the officials of the pool 
show a great aptitude for’ keeping the 
Dbusiness of the pool to themselves. 
If, however, an additiunal ten cents 
should happen to be a correct esti- 
mate it will bring the price obtained 
by-the pool up to $1.65, and will re- 
present the estimated economic value 
of 1924 wheat as apart’ from fluctuat- 
ing exchange and mar%et values. 

While undoubtedly cre and there 
it is possible to find .<-:pers of the 
wheat’ pool who,’ rewieinvering that 
1924 wheat was quoted at over $2 on 
the Winnipeg grain exchange, wiill 
not be satisfied with the price secur- 
ed by the pool, it is also true that the 
majority of pool members are well 
satisfied with the result to date. It 
is interesting to note that the attitude 
generally among the members whom 
it has been possible to meet is that 
the duty of the pool is not to gamble 
for the highest prices quoted on the 
exchange, but to market the wheat 
in such a manner as to ensure stable 
conditions and to return a reasonable 
profit over the cost of production in- 
sofar as world conditions will allow. 

It is the concensus of opinion 
throughout the three prairie provinces 
tha: whatever other benefits the 
wheat pool may have for its mem- 
bers its greatest benefit has been the 
system of interim payments. By this 
system the farmer has had his returns 
from his wheat crop spread out over 
the crop year and jin the case of the 
payment recently made finds in the 
majority of cases that he has cash 
on hand with which to purchase his 
twine and other requisites for this 
year’s harvest. 

The fact that the farmer thus has 
the cash for his necessary purchases 
means that he is not put to the ex- 
pense of borrowing from the banks in 
order to harvest his crop and the full 
advantage of this last payment will be 
felt when he finds out that instead of 
baving to pay out seven or eight per 
cent for borrowed money he has that 
additional purchasing power from his 
1925 crop with which to reduce his 
outstanding debt, 


ABLE TO TURN 
STRAW TO FINE 
FERTILIZER NOW 


London, Aug. 25—A discovery which 
it is anticipated will be of immense 
value to Canadian farmers, especially 
to the wheat farmers of the west, is 
reported in the finding of a bacillus, 
which with known chemicals and mois- 
ture converts straw into what is prac- 
tically the same as barnyard manure, 
and its equal as a fertilizer.

It was unofficially estimated this 
morning that more than half a million 
dollars’ worth of damage was caused 
by the fire.

Drumheller, Aug. 24.—Reports ob- 
tained by the provincial police from 
the various mines in the valley today 
show that four mines are operating 
on a limited scale, three having re- 
sumed work this morning. Rosedale 
continued operations with 35 men, 
the A.B.C. was reported to have 68, 
the Midland mine 16 and the Craig 
mine 10 men. 

No gun barked, no stones were 
thrown and no violence of any kind 
marred the morning in the valley 
when 600 striking miners watched a 
number of men re-commence work at 
a couple of the mines here today. 

“The quietest form of picketing I 
have seen yet,” was the comment of 
Assistant Superintendent J. D. Nichol- 
son of the Alberta provincial police, 
after a big squad of police had patrol- 
ed the roads leading to the A.B.C. col- 
lieries, where the main concentration 
of strength was made on both sides. 
He intimated that hereafter only a 
limited number of police will be used 
on the morning patrol, the remainder 
to go into training quarters unless 
trouble develops. 

Supported by 150 men from the 
Wayne field, nearly 500 Drumheller 
members of the new miners’ union 
paraded to the A.B.C, mines early this 
morning, They kept on the move up 
and down the highway.  U.M.W.A, 
men who responded to the call for 
work were taken to the mine — in 
autos.

Frost on 
the night of August 19 eansed slight 
damage in some parts of Siaskatche- 
wan and appearance of rust in Mar- 
quis wheat caused farmers to consid- 
er giving up the growing of this 
strain, Cutting is fairly general, ex- 
cept where delayed by heavy rains of 
the past week. Very little sawfly or 
other insect damage is reported. 

Through northern Saskatchewan 
wet weather has held up ‘harvesting, 
but is improving the condition of the 
later crops. Alberta reports cutting 
under way again towards the end of 
the week, after previous heavy rains 
which have assisted later crops con- 
siderably. Crops are reported gener- 
ally looking well, and yield will be 
better than the average. 

Manitoba reports some damage 
last weck east of Winnipeg. Thresh- 
ing has started at many points and 
while rust and hail have taken toll 
of the crop at some points, the aver- 
age crop will be of good quality and 
fair yield. With good weather, the 
threshing will beeome general by the 
end of the present week. 

Saskatchewan main line points re- 
port crops better than average with 
slight rust damage in spots. Esti- 
mates run 25 to 35 bushels per acre 
at many points. Wheat cutting is 
well under way and threshing started 
here. The northern part of province 
has had unfavorable weather for har- 
vesting but cutting shiuld be general 
by this date. Oats crop: will be light 
everywhere, 

Alberta expects the heavy rains of 
last week to benefit late crops. Cut- 
ting is under way again and crops do 
not appear to have suffered. Yields 
will be about the average or a little 
better, Some districts will start 
threshing this week.

We cover 
the pages of our statute books with 
un-enforceable acts, give our people 
a liberal education in contempt for 
all law, cram our jails full of petty 
violators, and then when confronted 
with the logical consequence of the 
whole mess we free our murderers 
and armed bandits in herds.—St.

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Premier King May 
Appeal to Country 


Is there to be a federal election 
‘this fall? It is a possibility and may 
be a probability. Should Premier 
King make the plunge political sages 
predict his return with a good work- 
ing majority. They argue and with 
facts and figures to support them con- 
tend that now that the country is be- 
coming normal, has regained its stride 
so to speak, is no time to swap 
horses, no time to change govern- 
ments. Agriculture was the first and 
greatest sufferer after the war, Prices 
of farm produce, it is pointed out, 
went down more quickly than the 
prices of other commodities, because 
there had been tremendous consump- 
tion and fearful waste during the per- 
jod of conflict. Then when overseas 
carrying resumed, Australia and New 
Zealand were able to dump their ac- 
cumulated stocks on the markets of 
the world, and the Canadian farmer 
felt the pinch acutely. Trade, indus- 
try and manufacturing in turn shared 
‘the fate of the agriculturist. Money 
‘was scarce, tight and difficult to ob- 
tain, everything looked gloomy and 
things were in a bad way. The Cana- 
dian dollar is above par; business and 
trade are stabilized; we have a magni- 
ficient trade balance in our favor; an 
excellent crop is in sight; the United 
States is buying largely in Canada; 
Many manufacturers are enlarging 
their plants and there is a tone of 
hopefulness and optimism throughout 
the country. Some at least of these 
changes are sequences to the adminis- 
tration of the affairs of the Dominion 
by the government. Swapping horses 
is bad in most cases and it surely 
would be so classed were the King 
government swapped for either of the 
other groups in the political field. 


The Weekly * 


Newspaper 

The frequency with which small 
town newspapers in Ontario have 
been suspending publication simply 
because the proprietors could not 
make a decent living, is to say the 
least, alarming. The local weekly 
paper is the last line of defence which 
the small town merchant has at his 
command to tell his weekly store 
news to his customers, present or 
prospective. When from any circum- 
stances, the local paper is forced to 
close up shop, there is no other wea- 
pon with which the small town mer- 
chant can continue to fight his battle, 
unless he resort to bills, and that is 
much more expensive. Probably the 
most educative illustration of the con- 
sequences ensuing from the cessation 
of the local weekly was supplied re- 
cently in the town of Thorold. Owing 
to Thorold’s proximity to St. Cathar- 
ines, the daily press of that city 
found it a fruitful source of business, 
which was largely obtained at the 
expense of the Post. So much so that 
the editor decided that the town need- 
ed a lesson which he very effectively 
taught. He discontinued the Post and 
devoted his whole attention to job 
work. In less than a year so anxtous 
did the Thorold board of trade become 
to have the paper published again, 
that they secured for him more adver- 
tising than he could carry in an eight 
page all home-print paper, and paid up 
at a rate almost double that prevail- 
ing in Wellington. Thorold, which 
has a population of more than 5,000 
did not realize what the home paper 
really means to a community, until 
that paper was for a time discontin- 
ued.—Perth Expositor.

Extension Library at Olds 
School of Agriculture 


A healthy sign of the increased in- 
terest in things both scientific and 
cultural is manifested in the marked 
vigor shown by the students and ex- 
students in organizing and supporting 
the new student’s library at the Olds 
school of agriculture. 

This new library is auxiliary to and 
separate from the existing scientific 
and reference library at the school. 
It contains at present some 400 vol- 
umes comprised of the best in fiction, 
science, athletics, economics 
philosophy and humor, 

The library was founded and organ- 
ized by the students of the 1924-1925 
classes under the direction of Mr. 
inspector of mathematics 
at the school. It has been almost en- 
tirely supported by donations from 
the students and alumni, The library 
is rapidly increasing in size and scope, 
and by November, 1925, it is expected 
to have well over 1000 volumes for 
circulation. This, however, is re- 
;garded as the beginning only of a li- 
brary and extension service that will 
fill a long felt want in rural Alberta. 
It is hoped that government assistance 
may be secured and that the library 
will in a very short time be made 
open to the public generally to whom 
it should prove a valuable adjunct 
to the existing sources of information 
and education. 

All students and ex-students are en- 
titled to use the library. In addition, 
outsiders who wish to borrow books 
may do so upon payment of a mem- 
bership fee of one dollar. 

Books will be mailed postpaid to 
those wishing them and may be kept 
for a period of one month, when they 
are to be returned at the borrower's 
expense. Lists of the books now in 
the library may be obtained upon re- 
quest to the O.S.A. 

In addition to the regular loan 
service of books, the library will have 
a magazine reference department in 
which valuable articles from the best 
journals will be filed, and these will 
be available to those desiring informa- 
tion for dehates, speeches and articles 
and for research and informative pur-

Calgary, Aug. 23.—In the annals of 
railroading there is always on hand 
when the emergency arises, an un- 
looked for hero, who, without a 
thought of heroism, rises to the em- 
ergency. 

Following a recent heavy rainfall 
in the Rocky mountains on what is 
known as the Field hill of the Can- 
adian Pacific railway, that portion of 
line that carries the road from the 
alley of the Kicking Horse pass to the 
summit of the Great Divide, a slide of 
rocks and mud started down the 
mountain side. It submerged a por- 
tion of the line between mileage 128 
and 130, A freight train east bound 
passed mileage 128 when down came 
the mud and rocks. It caught the 
rear end of the caboose, but did lit- 
tle damage.

Unlawful Acts 


The game commissioner of the pro- 
vince, Benj. Lawton, points out that 
fines for breaking any of the laws in 
connection with the game act may 
not exceed $1000 and costs. Particu- 
lar note should be taken that it is 
unlawful—To destroy, open or leave 
open the house of any muskrat or 
beaver, to kill any big game animal 
with horns less than four inches long, 
to traffic in the flesh of any big game 
or game bird; to place ducks, geese, 
etc. in cold storage between March 1 
and September 20; to export birds or 
animals without permit; to practise 
taxidermy without license; to disturb 
or destroy eggs of game or other pro- 


Game regulations for the Province 
of Alberta for the year 1925 have 
recently been received. 

Hunting or trapping over enclosed 
lands is prohibited without having ob- 
tained the consent of the owner or oc- 
cupant. The killing of animals un- 
der one year of age is prohibited. 


Game Animals 


Mountain sheep (one male only), 
mountain ‘goat (one only) may be 
taen during September and October 
only. No open season for buffalo, 
elk, wapiti, antelope.

regions of the United States is full 
of significance for the farmers of 
western Canada is shown in an 
article by Marquis James in a re- 
cent edition of the “New York 
Times.” In 1917, 1918 and 1919, 
writes Mr. James, there were in the 
Dakotas, Montana and Minnesota, 
three Contpiele crop failures in sue- 
cession which had deplorable eco- 
nomic effects and produced some- 
thing like a panic in the three states 
primarily concerned, But, continues 
the writer, this misfortune had one 


wheat yields were astonishing. The same situation existed in 


desirable result in that it pointed out 
to tho farmers themselves and to the 
country at large the value of mixed 
farming, as compared to the one 
crop methods which had obtained up 
to that time. The depression demons- 
trated the necessity for a change in 
farming methods and in adopting a 
policy of more extensive and inten- 
sive general or diversified farming, 
Mr. James believes that the North- 
western States solved their problems. 

For a time, says Mr. James, prior 
to the large successive failures, the 
wheat growers enjoyed a period of 
uninterrupted présperity. They were 
wheat-growers, but not all of them 
were farmers. In un official survey 
by callings of the inhabitants of 
the bench country, one finds in 
ono township, cobblers, bookkeepers, 
netresses, a school-teacher, Y.M.C.A. 
secretaries, dentists, motormen and 
goda-water dispensers—not pursuing 
their regular vocations, but farm- 
ing, or, perhaps, it is better to say, 
growing wheat. They were making 
money, too, because from 1912 to 
1916 ‘there was a phenomenal rain- 
fall in that western section and the 


People thought this would last for 
ever. They even though the rain- 
fall would last. The story one hears 
in so many new countries was re- 
peated and believed that the “break- 
ing” and cultivation of the native 
sod works a permanent increase in 
the precipitation. Government weath- 
er records fail to support this con- 
tention, But this and many other 
things were lost sight of in the hey- 
day of the boom in the United States’ 
Middle West. Land values soared. 
Everybody had money. Credit was 
too free. Over expansion followed. 

Then descended the three crop 
failures in a row—1917, 1918 and 
1919. The previously ample rain- 
fall dropped off and the 100-day 
farming methods were not equal to 
the occasion, The country was in 
a desperate fix. Banks had to lend 
more money after each failure to en- 
able the farmer to put in another 
crop in the hope that the proceed- 
ings would cover earlier, as well as 
current loans, The crop of 1920 also 
failed. Thousands of scttlers left 
and one bank in every three in Mon- 
tana failed.
